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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's arguments that Straat does 
not disclose the claimed invention: the member for rotating the roll staple is not positively claimed in independent claim 10. The claim 
positively claims an opening formed in a part of the staple case, wherein the intended use of the opening can be used for receiving a 
member for rotating the roll staple. The prior art must merely disclose an opening that is capable of receiving a member for rotating the roll 
staple, wherein the direction from a center of the roll staple to the opening and a tangent line of a portion of the roll staple are substantially 
orthogonal. The opening 29 of Straat is capable of meeting this functional language, as the opening is capable of receiving any element 
such as a member for rotating the roll staple. 
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
